Feb . 23.—The fir» t 
great disaster in the history of the Cum- 
l« erland coal fields occurred Saturday aft­ 
ernoon, w hen an explosion took place in 
the east slope of the Spring Hill mines, 
resulting in largo loss of 
lift. Many of the 
b odies were terrib ly m utilated and it is 
known tha t 113 persons lost their live» , 
and some fam ilies are m, urning the loss 
of two or three memb ers. 
As soon as the 
news went ab road the m outh of the pit 
was surrounded b y shrieking women and 
children, and the scene was one to stop 
one’s heart b eats. 
It is the greatest dis­ 
aster ever known in this coal field. 
The 
two previous calam ities were the explo­ 
sion» at the Ford pit, Itellarton, ten years 
ago, when forty-five lives were lost, and 
the disaster a t 
the D rum m ond mine, 
W estville, seventeen years ago, 
when 
sixty-five men were killed. 
The Spring 
H ill mine is owned b y English and Mon­ 
treal capitalists. 
It employed 1,000 men 
and had an output of 500,000 ton a year. 
, T h e M in e C om p le te ly W r e c k e d . 
The mine has b een completely wrecked. 
Choke-damp set in im m ediately after the 
explosion, and did its deadly work well. 
Rescuing parties 
were 
organized, and 
b rave volunteers were not w anting to go 
down to recover the b odies of the dead 
and save those who m ight b e alive. 
All 
night long the work went on, and as 
corpse after corpse was b rought to the 
surface the despairing wails of the b e­ 
reaved rent the heavens. 
Many of the 
dead were alm st unrecognizab le. 
The 
first exploring party found the b odies of 
two so b adly m utilated that they could 
only b e taken to the surface iu b ags. 
0..e 
b ody was cut in two across the ab domen, 
one arm was missing, the face was a maos 
of b lackened, b urned flesh, and the only 
thing to denote tha t it was a hum an b ody 
was ¿i tuft of hair ou the b ack of the 
head. 
The b rain was exposed to view,and 
presented a sickening spectacle.

They were 
untouched b y the flames, b ut were suffo­ 
cated b y the smoke. 
On the sam e floor 
the m other of the little ones was found 
b urned to a crip. 
She lay near a partially 
opened door, and had evidently tried to 
reach her children when the flames over­ 
took her. 
T w e lv e F am ilie s I m p e r ile d . 
On the fourth floor the b odies of the 
Benedicts, grandfather and 
grandson, 
were found. 
Their b odies were partly 
b urned. 
The tenem ent was occupied b y 
twelve families, ami b ut for the prom pt 
and heroic efforts of the firemen greater 
loss of life would have occurred. 
The or, 
igin of the fire is not positively know n, 
b ut it is thought the explosioh of a kero­ 
sene lamp started it. 
The b uilding was 
completely gutted. 
The loss will not ex­ 
ceed $10,(XXI; insured. 


WRECKED NEAR HARBOR.

Feb . 23.—Eighteen 
of 
the crew of the Am erican ship Elizab eth, 
which went ashore here Saturday night, 
have b een lost. 
The vessel in trying to 
enter the harb or was dashed ou the rocks 
at North Head. 
Her crew consisted of 
tw enty persons, the captain, two mates, 
cook and sixteen sailors. 
The captain ’s 
wife and two children were also on b oard. 
Three sailors, the captain’s wife and chil­ 
dren got off in a sm all b oat. 
It capsized, 
b ut the occupants were rescued b y a tug. 
\ lifeb oat went to the aid of the ship­ 
wrecked sailors, b ut was capsized b y the 
waves, and the captain of the b oat was 
drowned. 
The only survivors are the cap­ 
tain 's wife and children and three sailois.
